Breakfast (das Fruhstuck) - A "German breakfast" is an adaptation of the 
"continental breakfast" popular throughout much of Europe. Consider pastries, 
sausage and a burger. 


The Second Breakfast (zweites Fruhstucky * Mid-morning Break (Pausé) - Between 
8:00 and 9:00, they eat breakfast, followed by Obstfruhstuck an hour and a half 
later. The Germans will not leave you hungry. Other names for this are 
Zwischenmahizeit and Zweites Fruhsttick (second breakfast). 


Lunch (das Mittagessen) - Try an Imbiss (snack booth) for Bratwurst, Currywurst, 
Buletten/Frikadellen, and the ubiquitous Pommes (French fries) or Kartoffelsalat if 
you're looking for a quick meal in the middle of the day (German potato salad). 


Dinner (das Abendessen/Abendbrot) - Germans typically eat Abendbrot ("evening 
bread") during dinner. Like breakfast, it is a small meal eaten between 18:00 and 
19:00 that includes full-grain bread and rolls, excellent cheese, meats and 
sausaqqes. as well as mustard and nickles. Ahendhrot occasionally includes hot
